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The  Montana  Arts  Council  in 
February  acted  on  a  number  of 
proposals  made  by  an  advisory 
group  that  studied  arts  funding  and 
Council  programs,  including 
recommendations  to  award  grants 
and  fellowships  every  two  years 
and  to  change  the  structure  of  peer 
review  panels. 

The  15 -member  Council,  which 
sets  policy  for  the  state  agency  by 
the  same  name,  approved  a  plan 
that  would  allow  organizations  to 
apply  for  two-year  grants.  But 
grants  would  still  be  available 
annually  to  groups  that  wanted  to 
apply  each  year. 

The  advisory  Grants  Task  Force, 
which  studied  Council  programs, 
had  proposed  awarding  grants  and 
individual  artist  fellowships  on  a 
two-year  cycle.  Under  this  plan, 
the  Council  grants  would  have 
alternated  with  the  Cultural  and 
Aesthetic  Projects  grants  the 
Legislature  awards  every  two  years 
from  the  Cultural  Trust  Fund. 

The  proposal  was  designed  to 
reduce  administrative  costs  and 
make  more  money  available  for 
grants  and  fellowships.  But  at  a 
public  meeting  on  the  proposals  in 
September,  a  number  of  people 
said  they  felt  the  estimated  savings 
of  about  $6,000  was  too  little  to 
justify  changing  the  grant  cycle. 

Thus  the  Council  decided  to 
give  organizations  the  option  of 
applying  for  the  biennial  grants, 
but  rejected  the  proposal  to  award 
individual  artist  fellowships  every 
two  years.  At  the  same  time,  it 
reaffirmed  that  those  fellowships 
should  be  granted  on  the  basis  of 


artistic  excellence  and  set  a  goal 
of  increasing  the  money  available 
for  the  fellowships,  which  now 
amount  to  $2,000  each. 

The  Council  also  took  action 
during  its  Feb.  7-8  meeting  that 
will  change  the  structure  of  peer 
panels. 

The  Grants  Task  Force  had 
proposed  advertising  and  revising 
the  nominating  process  for 
panelists  who  review  grant  and 
fellowship  applications. 

The  Council  went  a  step 
further,  approving  proposals  to 
have  an  out-of-state  person  serve 
on  each  of  its  review  panels  by  the 
1992  grant  cycle  and  to  bring  in  as 
many  out-of-state  panelists  for  this 
grant  period  as  allowed  by  the 
current  budget. 

Proponents  of  the  change  said 
the  out-of-state  members  would 
bring  a  new  perspective  to  panels, 
which  often  contain  people 
familiar  with  the  groups  seeking 
funds.  Currently,  out-of-state 
panelists  serve  on  two  of  the  eight 
peer  review  panels. 

The  Council  also  approved  a 
proposal  that  would  prevent 
anyone  who  is  involved  with  an 
organization  seeking  a  grant  —  or 
who  has  any  other  type  of  conflict 
of  interest  —  from  sitting  on  the 
panel  that  reviews  that  grant. 

In  acting  on  other  Grants  Task 
Force  recommendations,  the 
Council: 

•  Agreed  to  work  with  the 
Cultural  and  Aesthetic  Projects 
Advisory  Committee  and  others  to 
define  the  relationship  between 
that  grant  program  and  the  one 
operated  by  the  Council.  The 
Cultural  and  Aesthetic  Projects 
grants  generally  are  much  larger 
than  those  awarded  by  the 


Council,  because  more  money  is 
available  through  the  Cultural  Trust 
Fund. 

•  Reaffirmed  its  commitment  to 
seeking  a  Cultural  and  Aesthetic 
Project  grant  for  the  arts  in 
education  program,  to  leverage 
more  federal  money.  That  grant 
request  has  been  submitted  and  is 
currently  pending  before  the 
Legislature. 

•  Agreed  to  continue  reviewing 
administrative  costs  and  seeking 
more  cost-effective  ways  of 
managing  the  agency’s  programs. 

•  Delayed  action  on  a  proposal 
to  define  and  recognize  major 
cultural  institutions,  acknowledge 
their  contributions  and  identify  and 
meet  their  needs.  Council  members 
expressed  concern  that  identifying 
the  major  institutions  would  not  be 
as  simple  as  it  sounds,  because 
budget  alone  does  not  reflect  an 
organization’s  role  in  its  community 
or  the  state.  Some  members  also 
questioned  whether  such  a 
delineation  is  necessary  and  noted 
that  public  testimony  on  the  issue 
indicated  that  such  categorization 
might  be  divisive. 

The  Council  agreed  to  act  on 
that  final  recommendation  at  its 
May  31 -June  2  meeting. 

The  Council  formed  the  Grants 
Task  Force  to  bring  a  fresh 
perspective  to  issues  involved  in 
funding  the  arts  in  Montana.  In 
addition  to  its  meetings,  the 
advisory  group  also  surveyed  a 
number  of  artists  and 
representatives  of  arts  organizations 
to  develop  its  proposals. 

After  the  Council  acted  on  the 
recommendations  last  month, 
Council  Chairman  Larry  Williams 
officially  declared  the  task  force's 
work  completed.

Two  Appointed 
to  Grants  Panel 

The  Montana  Arts  Council  has 
reappointed  Jean  Dahlman  of 
Forsyth  to  the  Cultural  and 
Aesthetic  Projects  Advisory 
Committee  and  selected  Trudy 
Skari  of  Chester  to  fill  a  second 
spot  on  the  panel. 

Skari,  a  visual  artist  and  Liberty 
County  commissioner,  served  as 
director  of  the  Liberty  Village  Arts 
Center  from  July  1983  to  October 
1984.  She  replaces  Jim  Poor  of 
Helena,  who  recently  completed 
his  second  term  on  the  committee. 

Dahlman,  director  of  the 
Rosebud  Literacy  Council,  was 
reappointed  to  a  second  term. 

The  panel  reviews  applications 
for  Cultural  and  Aesthetic  Projects 
grants  and  makes  funding 
recommendations  to  the 
Legislature. 

The  Council  will  be  making  two 
more  appointments  by  the  end  of 
1991  and  is  seeking  nominations, 
particularly  for  people  who  are 
knowledgeable  about  the  arts  and 
live  in  small  communities.

NEA  Officials 
Look  Ahead 

Although  Congress  reauthorized 
the  National  Endowment  for  the 
Arts  for  three  years  last  fall,  it’s  not 
too  soon  to  start  thinking  about  the 
next  debate  over  continuation  of 
the  agency,  an  NEA  official  said  in 
Helena. 

Lenwood  Sloane,  head  of  the 
NEA’s  Inter- Arts  Program, 
described  the  current  period  as  “a 
very  critical  time  for  the  arts”  and 
said  advocacy  is  still  needed. 

For  example,  he  said  27  of  the 


50  state  arts  agencies  face  budget 
cuts,  while  corporate  earnings  have 
been  down  in  recent  months  and 
the  Persian  Gulf  war  adds  another 
element  of  uncertainty  to  the 
economy. 

Meanwhile,  NEA  regional 
representative  Ruth  Draper  told  the 
Council  the  Endowment  is  still 
adjusting  to  changes  Congress 
made  in  the  agency’s  operations 
and  budgets  last  year.  The 
Endowment  has  had  to  shift  a 
greater  portion  of  its  money  into 
programs  at  the  state  level  and  is 
still  making  changes  in  its 
operations  as  a  result,  she  said. 

In  addition,  congressionally 
mandated  changes  in  the 
composition  of  peer  review  panels 
—  such  as  the  addition  of  more  lay 
people  and  operating  split  panels  to 
avoid  conflicts  of  interest  —  will 
increase  the  Endowment’s 
administrative  costs,  Draper  said. 

But  she  stressed  that  the 
Endowment  is  continuing  with  its 
initiatives  to  focus  some  of  its 
resources  on  rural  and  underserved 
populations. 

The  regional  representatives 
who  have  worked  with  state  arts 
agencies  and  other  arts 
organizations  will  be  shifting  their 
attention  away  from  the  state 
agencies  to  concentrate  on  those 
new  priorities,  she  added,  saying 
the  state  councils  need  less  help 
now  “because  you’re  well- 
connected  with  the  Endowment.” 


Council  Awards 
Four  Grants 

The  Montana  Arts  Council 
awarded  four  immediate  action 
grants  at  its  February  meeting,  for 
projects  needing  funding  before  the 
Council’s  regular  granting  cycle. 

The  Council  awarded: 

•  $1,000  to  Northern  Montana 
College,  to  hire  Bill  Yellowrobe  to 
direct  a  play  using  Indian  actors. 
NMC  had  requested  $2,000. 


•  $500  to  Montana  State 
University  to  tour  Soviet  animated 
films  to  eight  cities.  MSU  had 
requested  $1,923. 

•  $500  to  the  Custer  County  Art 
Center  in  Miles  City  to  help 
sponsor  Art  Beyond  Boundaries,  a 
five-state  conference  for 
representatives  of  rural  arts 
organizations.  The  center  had 
requested  $500. 

•  $500  to  Montana  Indian 
Contemporary  Artists  for  an  artists’ 
exchange  program  with  Patagonia. 
The  group  had  requested  $500. 

Immediate  action  grants  are 
based  on  need  and  on  the  amount 
of  funds  available. 

Gifts  Create 
Arts  Endowment 

Burlington  Resources 
Foundation  has  donated  a  total  of 
$60,000  to  create  an  endowment 
that  will  fund  scholarships  for 
young  Montana  artists. 

The  foundation  provided 
$30,000  for  the  endowment  last 
year.  Gov.  Stan  Stephens  decided 
to  create  young  artists’  awards  that 
will  be  presented  at  the  same  time 
as  the  Governor’s  Awards  for  the 
Arts. 

Stephens  announced  the  new 
program  at  the  February  awards 
ceremony,  saying  it  will  provide 
$1,000  scholarships  each  year  to  a 
young  man  and  a  young  woman 
studying  in  the  arts  at  a  Montana 
university  or  college. 

“Through  this  donation,  the 
Governor’s  Arts  Awards  will  not 
only  recognize  quality 
contributions  to  the  arts  in 
Montana,  but  insure  that  the  quality 
continues,”  he  said. 

During  the  ceremony,  Stephens 
presented  Burlington  Resources 
President  Donald  North  with  a  Joe 
Halko  bronze  in  appreciation  of  the 
$30,000  gift. 

And  at  that  time,  North 
presented  Stephens  with  another 
$30,000  for  the  endowment.

In  Brief 

President  Bush  has 
recommended  that  the  National 
Endowment  for  the  Arts  budget  for 
fiscal  year  1992  be  held  at  the 
current  level.  However,  his 
proposed  budget  would  make 
changes  in  the  way  the  agency’s 
$174  million  budget  is  allocated. 

Those  changes  include  a 
reduction  of  $1.17  million  in  basic 
grants  to  state  arts  agencies  and  a 
$230,000  cut  in  the  new  program 
of  state  grants  for  supporting  arts 
in  underserved  areas. 

Those  cuts  would  result  from 
shifting  $4.5  million  in  NEA 
program  money  to  treasury  funds, 
which  require  a  3:1  match  for  NEA 
grants.  In  addition,  the  NEA  wants 
to  increase  its  administrative 
budget  by  $1.75  million  to  cover 
the  costs  of  some  congressionally 
mandated  changes,  such  as  the 
expansion  of  the  Endowment’s 
peer  review  panels  and  steps  it 
must  take  to  meet  new  conflict-of- 
interest  guidelines. 

Hearings  on  the  NEA’s  budget 
were  set  for  February,  before  the 
House  Subcommittee  on  Interior 
Appropriations. 

A  federal  judge  in  Los  Angeles 
has  declared  an  anti-obscenity 
clause  in  National  Endowment  for 
the  Arts  contracts  unconstitutional. 

“This  is  the  type  of  obstacle  in 
the  path  of  the  exercise  of 
fundamental  speech  rights  that  the 
Constitution  will  not  tolerate,” 
Judge  John  G.  Davies  said  in  his 
January  ruling. 

The  ruling  came  in  a  challenge 
by  the  Bella  Lewitzky  Dance 
Foundation  and  the  Newport 
Harbor  Art  Museum,  with  the 
support  of  People  for  the  American 
Way. 

The  anti-obscenity  clause  was 
put  into  effect  for  fiscal  1990 
funds,  in  response  to  language 
approved  by  Congress.  Several 
NEA  grant  recipients  refused  to 
sign  the  oath  —  an  action  that 
would  have  prevented  them  from 


receiving  the  federal  funds.  The 
ruling  clears  the  way  for  the 
recipients  to  seek  restitution  of  the 
grant  funds,  although  the 
Endowment  has  not  indicated 
whether  the  money  will  now  be 
made  available. 

A  similar  legal  challenge  by  the 
New  School  for  Social  Research  is 
still  pending  in  federal  district 

court  in  Manhattan.

National  Endowment  for  the 
Arts  Chairman  John  Frohnmayer 
says  the  federal  agency  is 
preparing  for  cultural  exchanges 
with  Eastern  Europe  and  the  Soviet 
Union. 

Frohnmayer  made  the 
comments  following  a  two-week 
trip  to  Budapest,  Prague,  Moscow 
and  Leningrad. 

While  in  the  Soviet  Union, 
Frohnmayer  worked  with  the 
Soviet  Ministry  of  Culture  on  an 
informal  set  of  common  goals  for 
cultural  exchanges.  The  goals 
include  the  exchange  of  educators, 
arts  administrators,  artists  and 
technical  personnel,  as  well  as 
artworks  in  all  disciplines. 

Frohnmayer  also  promoted  U.S. 
arts  resources  in  meeting  with  arts 
leaders  in  Budapest  and  Prague. 

The  Alberta  Bair  Theater  and 
Billings  Public  Schools  have  been 
selected  to  participate  in  an  arts 
education  program  conducted  by 
the  John  F.  Kennedy  Center  for  the 
Performing  Arts. 

The  program,  “Arts  Centers  and 
Schools:  Partners  in  Arts 
Education,”  will  explore  the 
growing  need  for  educating 
teachers  about  the  arts  and  the  role 
they  can  play  in  education. 

The  Alberta  Bair  and  Billings 
schools  plan  to  start  a  series  of 
events  associated  with 
performances  in  the  theater, 
providing  teachers  with  ideas  and 
ways  to  use  the  arts  in  their 
classrooms.  The  series  will  be 
made  available  to  teachers  in  the 
Billings  area  who  serve  rural  and 
Indian  populations. 


Just  fourteen  performing  arts 
centers  around  the  country  were 
selected  for  the  program.
